Washington, December 4. The treaty of 
1846, entered into by the United States 
and New Granada, provided that the citi- 
zens, vessels, and merchandise of the form- 
er should enjoy in the ports of New Gran- 
ada, including nd Isthmus of Panama, 
as far as the southern boundary of Costa 
Rica, all the exemptions, privileges, and im- 
munities concerning commerce and naviga- 
tion which were thep or might thereafter 
be enjoyed. by the citizens, vessels, and 
merchandise of New Granada. This equal- 
ity of privileges was to extend to the pas- 
sengers, correspondence, and merchandise 
of the United States in their transit across 
the isthmus between the Atlantic and the 
Pacific. 2 

Furthermore, New Granada guaranteed 
that the right of way across the isthmus 
either by then existing or future modes o 
communication should be open and free 
to the government and citizens of the Unit- 
ed States, and to any produce, manufact- 
ures, or merchandise of lawful commerce 
belonging to them; that no more tolls or 
charges should be levied or collected -there- 
on on any read or canal made by New Gran 
ada or under its authority than upon Gra- 
nadfan citizens or mérchandise; finally, that 
no import duties should be collected on our 
merchandise thus passing in transit for 
exportation to any other foreign country, 
orgif paid, the duties should be subject to 
drawback, on demand, at the exportation 
of the gods. 

It is — clear what infringeemnt of these 
stipulations is threatened by the notification 
of the Panama railroad, that after January 
31st next no through bills of lading from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific will be accepted from 
the Pacific Mail Steamship. Company. It 
may be that this will be fo: owed by other 
steps that would be an infringement of the 
treaty stipulations. But there is appa- 
rently now no intention to levy a goverL- 
ment import duty on freight in transit, nor 
to take from United States citizens any 
privileges continued to citizens of New 
Grenada, or, rather, of Columbia, which has 
succeeded to New Granada’s rights and re- 
sponsibilities.

railroad intends to make a contract with 
the South American Steamship Company of 
Chile, in which this privilege of through 
bills of lading will be conceded, the Pa- 
cific Mail will appeal to the courts, as, in 
fact, it has begun to do.

company. And here, as has been said, 
the fair conclusion seems to be that the 
treaty has thus far been respected, al- 
though a careful watch will have to be kept 
that no discrimination is made by the Pana- 
ma railroad against American citizens us 
such. 


trine is involved. If France should under- 
take to interfere with the independence of 
Columbia, or to take possession of its terri- 
tory, the Monroe doctrine would be clearly 
violated. But there is no purpose visible 
in the current dispute either of interiering 
with Columbian autonomy or acquiring ter- 
ritory for France on the isthmus of Panama. 
It looks rather more like a transaction with 
a view to terminating existing rates for 
passengers and freight on the railroad, to 
make them more profitable. Of course our 
government, should that turn out o be 
the fact, would have no right to fix the 
rates, and a refusal to renew an expired con- 
tract might not involve an infringement of 
the Monroe doctrine. 

The trouble seems to be that when the 
Panama railroad was once in American 
hands those who owned it parted with their 
ownership to the French canal 3 
In this there was nothing unpatriotic. They 
held their shares like any other property, 
and sold them as a business tranaction. In- 
deed, our countrymen were supposed to 
have got the best end of the bargain, as 
the canal company had determined that 
they must have a controlling interest in the 
railroad, and an enormous price was paid 
for it. At that time the bearing of the 
Monroe doctrine on this transaction was not 
considered such as to prevent the American 
owners from profiting by it. Indeed, when 
the canal company was formed the conclu- 
sion had been reached that it was acting 
under the desire, consent, and authority 
of the government and people of Panama. 
Whether our government should have ac- 
quired at that time the control of the canal 
enterprise had indeed been discussed; but, 
luckily for our finances, this gigantic ditch, 
in which so many millions have been sunk, 
was not an American enterprise. ‘The goy- 
ernment cut clear from any responsibility 
for it, and the resulting disasters have fallen 
upon France. 

It is believed, therefore, by many that 
neither the Monroe doctrine nor the treaty 
of 1846 will be found to have any ing to 
do with the current controversy of the two 
corporations, at least in its present stage, 
and, further, that the | remedies. of the 
American company will found adequate 
to protect their rights.

Is Creating Quite a Sensation Among 
the People. 


PROMINENT nen HAVE Mews, 


Which They Make Public Through The 
Constitution—They Do Not Like 
the Bill. 


The Person insurance bill, which passed 
the senate last week and now awaits the 
action of the house, is of a nature to 
arouse very general interest among in- 
surance men all over the state. 

It is what is commonly known among 
insurance men as a “valued policy bill,” and 
is not without precedent. 

State laws to the same general effect are 
now in operation in several localities, and 
legislation in Georgia has for some time 
tended in this direction, though, so far, 
stopping short of the passage of such a 
statute. 

Under the bill, any insurance company 


doing business in this state shall pay to the 


assured the full amount of insurance 
named in its contract of insurance on any 
building which is destroyed by fire or ig 
blown up or torn down to stop conflagration, ’ 


when the assured has complied with the 


lawful regulations governing insuranee, 

Further, the value of a building insured 
shall be determined before the policy of in- 
surauce is issued thereon, and the full 
amount of insurance on a building shall be 
the amount recoverable after loss.“ 

The above is the extract substance of the 
bill—its very language, except for the 
omission of the title, the repealing clause 
and a flourish or two of mere legislative 
formality. 

A visit to a number of the prominent in- 
surance agents of this city revealed the 
fact that they had few of them noticed 
that such a bill was pending. None of 
them, perhaps, are in favor of this kind of 
law. Though some indifference wus ex- 
pressed, ali appeared to believe it wrong 
in principal, and contrary to public policy, 

It was learned, however, that the com- 
panies are less violently antagonistic to it 
now thun they were a few years ago. The 
opinion seems to prevail to a large extent 
among the gentlemen questioned, either 
that such a law would be inoperative, or, if 
operative, would tax the insured rather 
than the insurer. 

Mr. Harry Stockdell, of the Phoenix com- 
pany, said: The country seems to be wild 
on the subject of such a bill, and, if the 
legislature sees fit, let them pass it. We 
have made up our minds tw carry on our 
business any way, aud few insurance men, 
in my opinion, would object, except that 
they know the law would be wrong in prin- 
ciple. There will probably be no fight 
from the agents on the bill. When, last 
session, the bill came up to prevent 
combinations or ls of insurance com- 
panies, Captain E. 8. Gay delivered an 
argument against it. 1, on the other hand, 
had no objection to its passage, and spoke 
in favor of it, simply because I did not be- 
lieve it would amount to anything. ‘They 
have passed a valued policy bill in Missis- 
sippi; let them do the same in Georgia.“ 
Practically, like the ‘pool bill,’ it will be 
inoperative. It will work a hardship on 
those who waut the full amount of insurance 
to which they are entitled. Ahe amount 
will be cut down, probably, to three-fourths 
of what they can now obtain.”

not be justly estimated in advance of the 
actual loss. At the time of issuing a policy, 
it was not practicable to get at it accurate 
ly. The value of a building might deterio- 
rate very considerably between that time 
and the date of the fire, even if for no 
other cause than age and actual wear and 
tear. The deterioration in value between 
these dates was frequently very great. The 
passage of such an act would increase the 


cost of insurance, and the extra expense 


would come out of the pockets of the in- 
suring public. The “valued policy” system 
was inimical to public policy. It would be 
a great deal better for the state to pass a 
bill doing away with some of the heavy 
burdens which some insurance companies 
now had to bear. in the northern states, 
fully as much attention was paid as here 
to ascertaining that companies were first- 
class and solvent, but, this having been 
established, the gates were thrown open and 
such eapital invited. There was no deposit 
requirement, or extra taxation or license 
requirements, while in this state such ex- 
actions poured in from every quarter. There 
had been erormous losses suffered by in- 
surance companies in the last two years, 
and those interested had already shown 
signs of feeling timid about keeping their 
capital igvested in insurance stock. Laws 
like that in contemplation were calculated 
to increase the uncertainty already dreaded 
by such investors. They also decreased 
competition N insurance companies, sv 
urgently invited by the laws of northern 
states, and in this way kept up the price of 
insurance and kept down the amount of 
insurance to be obtained. 

Mr. W. F. Patillo, of the Hamburg and 
Bremen, was of the opinion that 
the nature of insurance policies was 
not generally understood. The object 
was merely indemnity, and the amount 
written on their face was intended merely to 
fix the limit beyond which the insurers were 
not to be held liable. Otherwise insurance 
would be „% mere wager. The owner of a 
building might for many reasons prefer the 

ssession of ready money to that of his 
building. Its value might have fallen off 
since hs policy was issued, for instance, or 
he might see an D for a more ad- 
vantageous investment. Were he abso- 
lutely certain of realizing a fixed amount 
there would exist a temptatin for him to

of it, being able to collect the full value of 
his actual loss under his contract. 

“Laws to the same effect are now in 
force in Arkansas, Texas and New Ham 
shire. These laws are found to be practically 
a dead letter, as insurance companies have 
been able to make their contracts read in 
such a way as to keep them from working 
to their detriment. They require their agents 
before issuing policies to have an inspection 
by a practical builder to be made at the 
cost of the insurer, thus increasing the ex- 
pense of insurance to the latter. This addi- 
tional cose is incurred in all cases, whereas 
property is insured generally at the proprie- 
tor’ own valuation. The act proposed would 
put it in the power of a dishonest man to 
insure his property in excess of its value 
and recover the amount before the company 
had a chance to examine his. valuations. 
For instance, suppose a building should be 
insured pending inspection. If insurance 
were not written under such conditions the 


transactions of business would be 
delayed. There would be not s0 
much objection to such a law on 


‘the part of insurance men if ther had the 


facilities for valuing property --omptly in 
order that policies might be issued without 
loss of time: but in the very nature of the 
ease business would be delayed and ob- 
structed.”

migration is, indeed, desirable. 

It is, however, true that the natural in- 
crease of the men of our own and kindred 
races, who already enjoy the privileges of 
citizenship here, with immigration from those 
sturdy ple, who in many 8 ve 
follow from a common source, will in a 
few years easily be able to develop our 
natural resources. It is, therefore, infinitely 
unjust to our own people, and 
our ring classes, to it the 
of capitalists, or the gre 
panies, or the despotic military laws 
lands, or their unscrupulous local authorities 
to overwhelm them and destroy their means 
of subsistence by the locust swarm of pauper 
immigrants who are seeking our shores. 
Aliens are as unlike our parentage as Iago 
to Algenon Sidney, as a leader of Sicilian 
bandits to George Was on, 

It is pre-eminently a workingman’s question. 
The supply of labor in many sections of the 
country is even now in excess of the demand 
and there is no danger to organized skilled 
labor of these immigrants from races who for 
labor of these grants rom races who for 
centuries haive been sustained by meager 
1 and meager wages. But this is the 
least alarming feature of this pressing dan- 
ger. Annually we spend millions to educate 
the masses and yet we admit hundreds of 
thousands of the ignorant and degraded, 
whom we can never educate. Therefore, for 
every trained mind we produce, we are pre- 
sented wien another, saturated with the 
densest ignorance, incompetent to understand 
our laws or to appreciate the blessings of 
our citizenship, or to comprehend the simp- 
lest elements of that political virtue which 
is indispensable to preserve them. 

Not only is this true, but the more of pauper- 
ized and debased alienage in constant asso- 
ciation with our working classes, merely by 
its evil example neutralizes and destroys the 
benign national results which it is the pur- 
pose of popular education te attain. 

A brime object of education is to increase 
the self-respect of the masses, to inculcate 
industry, thrift, the principles of morality, 
self-reliance, temperance, indeed all the civic 
vittues. The fearful object lesson habitually 
observed by them in the homes of degraded 
— — aliens will affect our ple with a 
indred degredation, and the labors of the 
teacher. the disciple of the school will be in 
vain. The mere contact with a lower type 
tends to degrade the entire body. Poverty 
to the man of native American stock, or of 
kindred race, need never be degraded, it is 
rarely ever hopeless. There is so sturdy self- 
respect and so purposeful a determination in 
the man of our race, of whatever condition in 
life. that he is likely to attain better condi- 
tions, with the resulting advantage to the 
community. In the main this is not so with 
the poor and the ignorant of those races from 
which the objectionable immigration comes. 
They-are content to eat sleep and drink with 
no thought of the morrow, with no hope for 
better days. Moreover, the United States to- 
day. by practically unrestricted immigration 
laws, is extending an invitation to all the gov- 
ernments of Europe to make us a vast re- 
ceptacie for the most destructive elements 
among their people, the socialists, the anarch- 
ists, the deserter, the dynamiter. the criminal 
of every degree. And we are bringing into di- 
rect compet.tion with trained, self-respecting 
laborer, competitors ignorant. destitute, de- 
pra ved. content to work and to live under 
conditions which would be utterly intolerable 
to the dignity of our manhood, utterly destruc- 
tive to the future of our country. 

I now declare that it is my firm conviction 
that the existence of the republic itself is 
jeopardized by this danger. Free institutions 
can never survive the degradation of labor. 
We are rich but the possession of riches does 
not insure or even promise the perpetuity of 
freedom. Beautiful and true are tne familiar 
lines from the “Deserted Village, 


é 
“Ill fares the land, to hastening ills a prey, 
Where wealth accumulate and men decay; 
Princes and lords may flourish or may fade, 
A breath may make them as a breath has made 
But a bold peasantry, their country’s pride, 
When once destroyed can nere2r be supplied.“ 


It 1¢, my brethren, a duty we owe to man- 
kind and to our country as well, to preserve 
our citizenship from the degradation of pau- 
per and ignorant aliens. 

Whethe. we contemplate our guarantine 
officers bestowing a compulsory bath upon en- 
tire shiploads, or our cistom officers fainting 
from nausea and disgust as they exumine their 
baggage, or the police striving in vain to de- 
feat the deadly vengeante of the mafiosi. or 
the secretary of the treasury officially declar- 
ing that the principal danger of infection ty 
the deadliest diseases arises from this class 
of immigrants, or the president of the United 
States holding them for weeks in the lazer- 
houses, and when we know that but for the 
stern and be gyre resolution of the state and 
federal health officers in shielding this vast 
metropolis from their infection it had been 
for months and would now in the horrors 
of chodera. we must conclude that the time is 
at hand to protect our people and our homes 
from their pestilent presence. 

We may rightfully share the emotions of 
Themistocles when, beholding the countless 
sails of the invaders at Salamis, he gave to 
the Athenians the watchword All is at stake.“ 

Have we not already a sufficiently 
dangerous, problems for the solution of which 
all the constancy, the resolution, the genius 
of the Ango-Saxon race will be required? For 
myself. I know if we can remain a homoge- 
nious people of the literature and language of 
Longfellow aud Bryant, of Banrroft Motley 
and Irving, of Sheakespeare and Milton. of the 
eloquence of Chatham and Webster and Grat- 
lan, of the skill in arms of Marlborough and 
Wellington, of Grant and Sheridan, of Lee and 
Jackson; with the love of freedom of Sairfield 
and O'Connell. of the inventive nower of Watt 
and Stevenson, of Morse and Edison. of the 
etatecraft of Washington and T.in-oln and 
Bismarck, of the courage of which the “thin 
red line“ held the plateau at ‘Waterloo. or 
met the citizen soldiery of America. wherever 
the crest of battle flamed; those prohlems will 
be met, free government maintained and our 
beloved, country go forward to a millennial 
prosperity, a fruition of worth and happiness 
the world has never known. 

I know there are those who apprehend that 
there is among those problems one which is 
most alarming. I mean the possibility of what 
is called ‘‘negro domination’’ in the southern 
states of tLe union. They apprehend a state 
of affairs which will wreck our institutions, 
drive out our white people, and reduce a mag- 
nicient territory now poate by a ula- 
tion of white men as intelligent, as vigorous 
and as courageous as the world has ever seen, 
to the condition of those islands of the West 
Indies, where the negro, enervated by the soft 
clime, ts a riotous abundance of na- 
ture’s choicest gifts to perish in his idle pres- 
ence. No apprehension was ever more unfound- 
ed. These lugubrious prophets of evil take no 
thought apparently of the character and cour- 
age, the constancy, energy and race pride of 
the white men in those states. Know then 
that. like yourselves, they belong to the im- 
perious, dominating Anglo-Saxon race which. 
with the sanction of law, has never mingled 
its blood with the darker racés. The Spanish 
conquerors has taken to wife the Aztec wo- 
man, and the vast body of Mexicans is neither 
Spanish nor Indian but a mixed race. The 
Latin races assimilate readily with such na- 
tive races in the Orient or Occident as nature 
has given to them, or chance has thrown in 
their wav. It is not so with the Angin-Saxon. 
On he North American continent, the Indian 
has gone. His name is on our waters. we can- 
not blot them

less classes, the suspicious enemies of the 
negro. It has besides alarmed those indus- 
trious and respectable colored men, whose in- 
telligent labor and self-denying habits have 
added millions anuually to the taxable values 
of these states. 

We should deny that there is any such thing 
as the “race question.’’ We should cease tc 
discuss it. There are millions of colored 
e who live among the more numerous 
millions of white people, and whether their 
yrresence here is to be ous or 

neficial is a matter which years aor 
not decide, which a century certain! l 
not decide. The wisest treatment of the so0- 
—— “race question“ is to let it alone. The 
négro should be accorded that just measure 
of favor as a member of society the laws 
accord him and which his obedience to law 
deserves, and the so-called problem will, in 
God's good time, effect its own solution. I will 
add that the idle and unnecessary tation 
of this topic has had already the ect to 
withhold from the practically untouched ma- 
terial wealth of the southern states of this 
union, the vivifying hand of the industrious 
white mau, whether farmer or ho 
is now earning a mere pittance in the crowded 
labor markets of the northern states, but mabe 
with half the labor, in our genial clime coul 
partake of an abundance of which he has 
never dreamed and accumulate with ease a 
competency beyond his most hopeful antici- 
pations. It is true, however, that the difficulty

I am — my brethren, that these im- 
perfect observations are too didactic for ap 
occasion like this; since, however, I have 
unbounded confidence in the influence for 
good of my young, ardent and patriotic country- 
men, and 1 have trespassed upon the ament- 
ties of this charming occasion to suggest the 
danger to the great republic, in the avoidance 
of which you may be called upon to assist. 

Surely, you do not underestimate your duty 
to our common country. You should never 
become reckless. You should never under- 
value the immeasurable comparative advan- 
tages and priceless blessings confirmed to 
you. Let those whom you love under the 
glorious beauty of the nation’s fag, you enjoy 
over the youth of less favored lands. As 
easy illustrations of this suggests itself. I 
presume tonight that you had to ask no leave 
of absence from the barracks. You did not 
change a course uniform for the evening dress 
in which your natural charms are adorned. 
You are not r your leave from camp. 
The fear of the orderly sergeant ie 
not in your’ minds. This day you 
may have whispered as many vows of love 
as did the young Lorenzo to the dark-eyed 
Jesrica without disobedience to military law. 
And yet, if you were the subjects of that 
— war lord, the young emperor of 
Germany, none of these possibilities would 
exist. The best and brightest days of young 
manhood would be sacrificed to the military 
servitude. Your chances would be not much 
better in republican France. in imperial 
Austria or in united Italy. 

Ours is a government of liberty and as 
well of law. The federal constitution Is the 
sheet anchor of our fortunes. So felicitous 
are its provisions, so profound is the debt 
of gratitude we owe to the patriots who 
framed it, that we may resort to its lucid 
and benign principles with the same derout 
confidence with which the Christian turns to

visions are in harmony with the genius of the 
people, the embodiment of common sense. 

Let me in conclusion, adjure you to encour- 
age in the sphere of your influence a love foo 
the old organized law of the unian and a con- 
stant respect to the objects Of peace, security 
and order which it is intended to accomplish. 
Devote your labors to its better understanding 
of such law. It has been said by the eloquent 
Hooker that “it has for its throne the bosom 
of God. and for its voice, the harmony of the 
world.“ Tet us further encourage the spirit 
of patriotic Americanism. The heroic past and 
the great Americans whose sacrificial la- 
bors have secured the hapniness 
we now enjoy. have bespoken our gratitude. 
Let the present and the future behold our un- 
flu gin exertions in the advocacy and dissem- 
inaticns of those principles of free government 
which they vitalized, and they shall be com- 
mended by the people yet unborn in accents 
yet unknown. 

The cnitured men of our time are the gov- 
erning forces of our land. To the memories 
of our beloved fraternity. with all the genuine 
love of a heart which pulsates in true sympathy 
with their honored ambitions, with earnest 
wishes for their future happiness bright as 
the “rosy blush of incense breathing morn.“ I 
give this final message. Cultivate in your 
hearts a r@verential love for the great Repub- 
lic. Join with the brave and true whitherso- 
ever they may come, in the advancement of 
its glory. If such be the animating resolve 
constant of our conntry’s youth, with hope 
for its nerpetuity only misplaced by the prom- 
ise of Calvary. wa may pray. with the ancient 
man of God, length of days be in our right 
hand. and in her left, riches and honor.

All his life long this money king de- 
lighted in sunny fields and picturesque 
landscapes, and when he could not view 
these he found his greatest pleasure in 
his library.

We have so many rich men who scorn 
books and have no eye for beauty. To 
such a man 

A primrose by a river's brim, 
A yellow primrose is to him, 


And nothing more.“ 
The really great men who dominate the 


world's affairs are not so narrow and one- 
sided. And their success is largely due 
to their happy knack of getting in touch 
with the intellectual and sentimental side 
of mankind. 

The ordinary rich man, worth say a few 
hundred thousand dollars, sometimes 
wonders why he does not accomplish 
greater things in the line of money mak- 
ing. Nine times out of ten the reason is 
because he can talk nothing but “shop.” 
He knows nothing of literature and art— 
nothing of science—nothing of politics in 
its larger sense. So he is shut out from 
the friendship of the superior intellects 
of his generation—men who would ad- 
vance his interests if they found him con- 
genial. He is left to consort with his busi- 
ness associates of the same calibre, or 
such society as his bank account draws 
around him. 

And yet the busiest man can find a 
couple of hours out of every twenty-four 
to devote to such studies and pleasures as 
Gould enjoyed. Two hours a day spent 
in this way will gradually educate any 
man, and enable him to. hold his own in 
any circle. It is a great mistake to sup- 
pose that the money maker needs no such 
culture. More than all other men he 
needs the ability to interest others and 
command their respect for his intellectual 
attainments. The Wizard of Wall Street 
understood this; and he found in the cul- 
tivation of his mind not only pleasure 
but substantial profit in the shape of 
wealth and power.

In a Nutshell _ 

The New York Press is a typical repub- 
lican organ, and no one would look in its 
editorial columns for an explanation and 
an argument in favor of the position of 
those who believe in the free coinage of 
silver by the United States. Yet this is 
what The Press does. It strips the ques- 
tion of all unnecessary trimmings and sim- 
plifies it so that even a school boy can 
understand it. We do not know what 
the republican goldolators will say, but 
here is what The Press says: 

In France, before 1873, both gold and silver 
were used indifferently; that is to say, the 
French mint was always prepared to coin 
as much gold or as much silver as any one 
chose to bring to it, and the debtor, having 
obtained his coins of either color, could dis- 
charge his obligation with either, as he saw 
fit. This was bimetallism, in the fullest mean- 
ing of that term. The ratio between gold 
and silver in France was fixed by a statute 
passed in the early part of the century; 
15 1-2 grammes of silver being equivalent to 
one gramme of gold, and that ratio was 
maintained for seventy years. During this 
long period any one who had an ounce of 
gold to dispose of could take it to the Paris 
mint and get 15 1-2 ounces of silver in ex- 
change, or vice versa. 

During this period the price of gold meas- 
ured in silver remained practically constant 
all over the world: The reason is evident. 
So long as the Paris mint was willing to 
give a certain price in gold for any quantity 
of silver, every person selling silver elsewhere 
would insist on getting at least nearly the 
same price. At the same time the price at 
which silver was offered by the Paris mint 
prevented a rise in the value of the metal 
in other markets. 

We defy any free coinage writer to put 
the. facts more clearly or more convincing- 
ly. What is true today of gold has been 
and can be just as true of silver. In addi- 
tion to free coinage and the legal tender 
function, the Bank of England is compell- 
ed by law to buy all the gold offered, pay- 
ing for it a price equal to its legal tender 
value. 

To paraphrase the words of The Press, 
if our minds were open to silver coinage 
on private account, and in addition to 
this were ready to buy silver bullion at 
the legal tender value of the coin, no 
person elsewhere would sell silver for 
much less than he could get for it at our 
mints. In other words, what was true of 
France, would be true of the United 
States. The same results, on a larger 
scale would follow. 

We congratulate The Press on its neat 
contribution to the discussion.

This 
showing surpasses all former records, 
and the most interesting feature is the 
fact that more than one-fourth of the new 
offices were established in the six states 
of Alabama, Georgia, North Carolina, 
Mississippi and Texas, an unmistakable 
proof of our growing population, swell- 
ing volume of business and general ad- 
vancement.

of Interest to Lawyers. 

The lawyers of every state in which 
they are compelled to pay an occupation 
tax will be interested in a recent Texas 
case. 3 

Mr. L. E. Trezevant, a Galveston law- 
yer, refused to pay his professional tax. 
For this he was arrested. He sued out a 
writ of habeus corpus in the federal cir- 
cuit court and was released. His case 
went to the state court of criminal appeals 
and was decided against him. 

Trezevant does not care a snap of his 
finger for the decision of a state court 
on such a question. He boldly states in 
print that no Texas court can be expected 
to make a ruling that will relieve a class 
of persons from an occupation tax, be- 
cause revenue is of the utmost importance 
to that state, and no judge elected by the 
people would dare to trim down that rev- 
enue, He will take his case to the federal 
supreme court, and he gives his grounds 
in substance as follows: 

The supreme court of the United States has 
already solemnly announced that lawyer? are 
officers of the courts, and that as such they 
are as. essential to the successful working of 
the courts as the clerks, the marshals and the 
judges themselves. This being the lawyers’ 
status, the exereise of their functions as such 
officers is not Hable to state taxation, since 
it is settled law that the agencies and in- 
strumentalities used by the federal govern- 
ment as necessary or convenient to the exer. 


cise of the functions of any of its depart, 
ments cannot be subjected to state taxation. 


Apparently, it is a very mixed 
question; and it is to be hoped that 
the plucky lawyer will hold the fort un- 
til the supreme court of the United States 
is heard from. 


Do We Want Canada? 

For some mysterious reason annexation 
seems to be a live issge in Canada at pres- 
ent, and our papers on this side of the 
line are full of it.

Returning home I 
wrote the following on comets and meteors 


life I have learned something of these shoot- 
ing celestial phenomena both from reading 
and observation. 

The now current thought that there is any 
connection between meteoric showers and 
comets is a palpable absurdity. Comets are 
planetoids that move in highly elliptical and 
yet well defined orbits. Their return to our 
solar system can be predicted with mathemati- 
cal certainty. Their tenuity of structure is 
alomst incredible. Some writers have said 
that the tail of the great comet of 1880 might 
be packed in a Saratoga trunk. This is, of 
course, an exaggeration, but it conveys some 
idea of a great astronomical truth. 

The dread of dire consequences from the im- 
pact of a comet upon the earth is indeed the 
baldest superstition. Doubtless during the 
immense eons which have come and gone 
since our earth has existed, it has come in 
contact with comets several thonsand times. 
Since the era of authentic history which ex- 
tends less than five or six thousand years, 
there have been occurrences of this sort that 
did not even jostie this terragneous globe“ 
in its travel around the sun. We advise ner- 
vous people to lose no sleep about the hairy 
monster that is now cutting didoes in the con- 
stellation of Andromeda. The talk about 
Bella's comet in this connection is without 
the merit of plausibility. That ili-starred 
comet has doubtless not long ago plunged into 
the sun. “Old Sol” like the mythological 
Saturn has a knack of devouring his own 
offspring. 

As to meteoric showers they sre daily even 
Wirly happenings. Of course they cannot 
be geen when the sun is above the horizon. 
These showers occur chiefly in May and No- 
vember and again in April and December. 
At those times our earth passes through a 
meteoric zone which belts her orbit like one 
of the rings of the planet Saturn. The grand- 
est spectacle of this sort ever observed was 
on November 13, 1883. I was fortunate 
enough to see it. Dr. Miller, who is my 
senior, failed to observe it. About the first 
and last time he was ever caught napping. 

This great meteoric display was witnessed 
throughout the whole western hemisphere. 
Humboldt, who was in South America, de- 
scribes it in his Cosmos.“ Dr. Miller tells 
me a fact which I had forgotten, that Ellicott, 
who settled the boundary between Georgia 
and Florida, gives a glowing account of it 
in his journal. Burke, the “old book store 
man,“ had not a great while ago a copy of 
this journal which he sold to the Smithsonian 
institute for $100. We question if it could 
be duplicated for five times that amount. 

This wonderful meteoric display was not 
seen in Europe or Asia. Coming back to the 
subject of comets we have this to say. The 
most remarkable comet of the last fifty years 
was that of 1843. When first observed it 
was near its perihelion and its fan-like tail 
Nazing in the western sky just after sunset 
was a mystery to the most learned star gazers. 
For one or more weeks it was regarded not 
as the caudal appendage of a vast comet but 
as a remarkable display of the zodiacal light. 
But when it had passed the sun and was re- 
turning to the depth of outer space it was 
watched with interest from every observatory 
of both hemispheres. Then was there, as 
now, a good deal of alarm amongst the ne- 
groes and the most ignorant of the whites, 
but the mechanism of the heavens remained 
intact because it was in the care of the high 
and Mighty One, who hath meted out heavens 
with & span and who holdeth the stars in his 
right hand. pa , ae
